HAS BEEN FOUND 



Five Men Are Drowned Through 
Foundering of Large 
Dredge , 



CHARLESTON, S. C. Doc. 15.— The 
five-masted schooner Governor Ames, 
bound from Brunswick, Georgia, to 
Now York, with a cargo of railroad 
ties, grounded and went to pieces off 
Wimbledon shoals, L'5 miles north of 
Cape Hatteras, on Monday afternoon 
about six o'clock and the captain, his 
wifo and the crew of 12 men were 
killed or drowned, according to the 
story told tonight by Josiah Spearing, 
the solo survivor of the wreck, who 
was brought hero tonight by the 
steamer Shawmut. 

Spearing was picked up yesterday 
morning badly battered and half dead 
from cold, lie says that the schooner 
struck about midday on Monday in a 
high wind and heavy fog. All at- 
tempts to launch rafts failed. The 
captain's wife was lashed to one part 
of the ship and then to another, a 
mast finally falling upon her and 
killing her. Spearing was thrown Into 
the sea, but struggled up to some ties 
and hung on until rescued.

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TELEGR APHIC RIVALS 

President Nally Talks About Relations 
of Postal and Western i-'nion 
Companies 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.— The relations 
of the two great telegraph companies 
were discussed with apparent frank- 
ness today by Edward J. Nally, presi- 
dent of the New England Telegraph 
company, at tho Investigation con- 
ducted by tho state legislative com- 
mittee with a view of putting tele- 
graph and telephone lines under the 
atat6 public service, commislon. 

Mr. Nally said that tho stock of his 
company was owned by the Commer- 
cial Cable company, which controls tl'.a 
Postal Telegraph Co. of Connecticut, 
which in turn acts as holding company 
for tho 11 postal subsidiaries. It is 
generally understood, he said, that 
the Mackay company, a Massachusetts 
business association, owns practically 
all the Commercial Cable stock. Asked 
about "a community of interests" be- 
tween tho Western Union and Postal 
Company, Mr. Nally declared that 
there was the hottest sort of competi- 
tion between them so far as service 
was concerned. 

About 80 per cent, of the telegraph 
business of the country, he declared, 
Is competitive business, and he thought 
the two big companies split this about 
evenly. 

"I think the present condition of the 
Western Union," ho said, "Is duo to 
the unprofitable railroad business they 
carry." 

He considered that tho contract be- 
tween tho Postal and the Pennsylvania 
railroad, whereby the company oper- 
ates along the railroad's right of way, 
was unprofitable to tho Postal. 

Charge of Embezzlement. 

VANCOUVER, Doc. 15.— Fred Hart, 
a former Winnipeg boy, until recently 
cashier for the Dominion Trust Com- 
pany, of Vancouver, was arrested yes- 
terday in Florida charged with em- 
bezzling two thousand dollars from his 
late employer.

ARBUCKLE BROS. 

MAKE RESTITUTION 



Amounts Paid by Refiners. Now 
Total Nearly Three 
Millions 



NEW YORK, Dec. 15. — Arbuckle 
Bros., generally credited with being the 
largest Independent i rivals of tho 
American Sugar Refining company, 
having acknowledged Unit from 1898 
to 1907 they benefitted by reason of 
short weight on Import d sugar, in 
settlement of nil civil claims against 
them they have offered and tho U. S. 
"'reasury department lias accepted a 
payment of $095,578, with the concur- 
rence of tho attorney general. But 
criminal prosecution will In no way 
bo hampered or conditioned by this 
acceptance. 

'fhe payment made covers the short- 
age of duties on importations made be- 
tween 1898, when the Arbuckle refinery 
opened, mid November, 1907. 

Tho government is now in receipt 
of the following voluntary restitutions 
and fines from importers ,of raw ma- 
terial: The American Sugar Refining 
company (voluntary) $2,000,000; the 
American Sugar Refining company 
(fine) $135,000; Arbuckle Bros, (volun- 
tary) $G05,578; total, $2,830,578. 

Today's announcement of new frauds 
in quarters never suspected by tho 
public was made during a recess of 
Hie criminal trial of six; employees of 
tiie American Sugar Refining Company. 
Messrs. Stimson and Dlnnison, special 
counsel for the government, gave out 
a statement In part as follows: "In 
Juno last we commenced an investi- 
gation as to the weights on whlfch 
duties were paid on sugar landed on 
the docks, of the sugar refinery of 
Messrs. Arbuckle Brothers in the port 
of New York. The members of that 
firm voluntarily gave us access to their 
books, and a thorough Investigation 
was made. As a result, a shortage was 
reported to the members of the firm 
and as soon as they had verified the 
government's figures they voluntarily 
offered to pay this sum, without suit, 
Into the treasury of the United States." 

Tho statement purposely omits any 
reference to the methods by which the 
frauds disclosed were effected. "The 
matter Is now pending before the grand 
jury," was the only reply Mr. Stimson 
would vouchsafe to all. enquiries. 

In tlid trial of Jas. F. Bendernagel, 
ThOS. Keough and four other employees 
of the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany for tbelr\allcgod share in similar 
frauds, both prosecution and defence 
rested their case today. The jury was 
excused until tomorrow when the sum- 
ming up will begin. The case will go 
to the jury probably on Friday.

Unfortunate Phoenix Company 
Loser of Another 
$50,000 



NEW YORK, Dec. 15.— The Atlanta 
office of the Phoenix Fire insurance 
Co. of Brooklyn is short approximately 
$50,000, and has been since January, 
1, 1907, according to a statement issued 
tonight by the state department of In- 
surance. This adds further complex- 
ities to the affairs of the company, 
whose president, Geo. P. Sheldon, de- 
posed, Is now under indictment charg- 
ed with grand larceny. The state- 
ment in part follows: 

"The state department holds certain 
property turned over by Mr. Stockwell, 
the general agent at Atlanta, but such 
property is not thought to be enough 
to balance the shortage. .Mr. Sheldon 
was Informed of the shortage in Jan- 
uary, 1007, but lie did not report it 
until the present examination began. 
Ho then mentioned it to another of- 
ficer of the company, and asked that 
the amount be charged off. This of- 
ficer was Vice-president Ingraham, 
who declined to charge off the account 
as requested." 

Export Tax on Pulpwood 

OTTAWA, Dee. 15. — The province of 
Quebec will put an export tax Into ef- 
fect Sept. 1 upon pulpWOOd shipments 
to the United States. The announce- 
ment comes publicly from Mr. Tas- 
chereau, minister of public works for 
the province, that the plans havo not 
been changed for putting this export 
tax Into effect even if the action of 
the provincial government may bring 
on the threatened tariff war disruption 
of trade relations with the neighboring 
nation. 



Prof. Odium's Homo Saved. 
A'ANCOUVER, Dec. 15.— The activ- 
ity of neighbors of Prof. Odium saved 
his home, 710 Grant street, from de- 
struction by fire, about 8:30 o'clock last 
night. Prof. Odium was attending a 
meeting at the time. Neighbors no- 
ticed smoke pouring out of tho base- 
ment, and after turning in a fire alarm 
set to work with garden hose, with 
which they successfully combattcd the 
flames.

VANCOUVER, Dec. 15.— Magistrate 
Williams of the police court, will leave 
for New York on Friday morning, and 
from New York wdll take passage to 
England. He intends to make his va- 
cation an extended one, and does not 
expect to return to Vancouver until 
next May. During his absence C. J. 
South, J. P., will sit in the police court.

Public Accounts Committee 
Finds Another Raid on 
Treasury 



OTTAWA, Dec. 15.— Before the pub- 
lic accounts committee this morning, 
Tom Murray, of Richioucto, A*. B., 
manager of .the Kent Northern rail- 
way, said that In May, 1908 he bought 
a sawdust wharf at Richibucto from 
Richard O'Leary for $700, and in No- 
vember of the same year disposed of 
it to the Dominion government for 
$5,000. Murray denied that on the day 
he purchased the wharf Jeffrey Stead, 
resident engineer of tho public works 
department, was in Richibucto. The 
negotiations, however, were completed 
through Mr. Stead. 

"Witness said that on September IS, 
1908, he sent a telegram to the chief 
engineer of public works department at 
Ottawa inquiring if tho matter had 
been put through, and stated that it 
was important to Leblanc, Liberal 
candidate for Kent at the last general 
election. Witness did not think the 
money to purchase the wharf had been 
supplied by George McAvity, of St. 
John, N. B. 
• Mr. O'Lehry was called and corrob- 
orated Murray's evidence as to the 
price paid for the wharf. He said the 
wharf was useless to him. It was 
composed of mill refuse forty years old 
and today was but a pile of decayed 
sawdust and slabs. 

At one time he offered to sell the 
wharf to the government for $1,000. 
Nothing, he said, had been done to the 
wharf by the government until it had 
been washed away a little more. It 
was not required for Richibucto's 
shipping. 

To Train U. S. Seamen. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.— A .supple- 
mentary estimate of $100,000 for the 
purchase of 1,000 small, arms and a 
battery of eight landing guns for the 
instruction of the apprentice seamen 
at the Great Lakes naval training sta- 
tion at North Chicago, was submitted 
to the house. The station i3 to be 
opened for the admission of recruits on 
October 1st next. 

Mrs. Ford's Case. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 35. — Mrs. 
Jeanette Stewart Ford pleaded not guil- 
ty to the indictment charging her with 
attempting to blackmail C. L. Warriner, 
former local treasurer of the Big Four 
railway, who it is alleged stole $643,000 
from the railroad. Hoi- trial was set 
for December 27. Her bond was fixed 
at $2,500 on this indictment, and she 
was released on her own recognizance 
on another Indictment, that of receiving 
stolen money, under which she had been 
out on $2,500 bail. 



Rumored Railway Changes 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.— There were 
several reports in Wall street today 
that important changes are pending in 
the management of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad company, that many of the 
operating officials will be succeeded by 
representatives of the Rock Island in- 
terests, who have recently purchased 
an Interest in that company. Among 
the changes which It is said are slated 
is the resignation of President Thomas 
and the election of If. I. Miller, now 
president of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois railway. 



Spokane Railway Deal. 
SPOKANE, Dec. 15.— .lames .1. Hill, 
chairman of the board of the Grea^ 
Northern railway; and Howard Elliott,' 
president of the Northern Pacific, held 
a conference here today with Jay P. 
Graves, president of the Inland Empire 
system.

NATIONALISTS MAY 

CONTROL SITUATION 



Humorous Scenes Attendant 
on Oratorical Efforts 
of Peers 



LONDON, Dec. 15.— The Irish situa- 
tion is developing; witli exciting rapid- 
ity. The pronouncement of the Na- 
tional directorate of the United Irish 
League, advising Irishmen to vote for 
the government, is of little moment, 
for it will only affect votes which hav c 
gone to the Liberals In previous, con- 
tests. What Mr. Redmond has really 
done is to put a powerful weapon into 
the hands of his bitter opponents with- 
in the Nationalist party who hold that 
he has given away the citadel without 
securing guarantees as to what Pre- ' 
mler Asqultll really means. They are 
using with marked effect Redmond's 
own previous declaration that home 
rule stands no chance at all if prior 
place in the Liberal programme Is 
given to a bitterly contested and long 
drawn out constitutional conflict over 
the House of Lords and such ques- 
tions as 'Welsh disestablishment. Even 
If the Radicals nre returned these two 
questions must occupy the two first 
sessions of parliament, leaving Ireland 
the merest crumbs from Liberal feast. 
Mr. Redmond's hope Is that Mr. As- 
qultll will be returned with so small a 
majority as to leave the balance ' of 
power in the hands of tho eighty Na- 
tionalists, in which case they could 
compel Mr. Asquith, at the risk of his 
political life, to place Home Rule even 
before the lords question. 

Meanwhile tho land purchase 
schemes' of Unionists and Radicals 
alike have been creating a new Ireland 
with protectionist ambitions, to which 
it is believed tariff reform makes ti 
strong appeal. The Unionist leaders 
are being Influcntlally urged to run tar- 
iff reform candidates in a number (it 
Irish Nationalist constituencies. 

Some of Mr. Asqulth's moderate 
friends nre also insisting that by tail- 
ing up Home Rule lie is killing bis 
own agitation against the Lords. If tho 
Radicals go to the country on two 
separate issues and win they expect i<L 
be told that they have a clear verdict 
on neither. 

Peers all over the country are throw- 
ing themseives into the thick o£ the 
fight, and are being severely heckled, 
by workingmen class audiences. 

Amusing- scenes are the result. In 
Stamford division last night Lord Kes- 
teven was practically refused a hear- 
ing. "Do you want a song?" his Lord- 
ship asked, when tho interruptions 
compelled him to resume his seat. A. 
general uproar followed, with shouts 
of "The constitution." "If yon will on- 
ly get a word in edgewise, only edge- 
wise. P!-aSe; Noble Peer." 

An elector wanted to know by what 
right Lord Kesteven controlled the vil- 
lages. Lord Kesteven replied: "Be- 
cause I've put my money into them." 
Then as interruptions broke out afresh 
he went on, "I love all this. It is all 
the joy and fun of fight and it's what 
I like." 'Whereupon some, one shouted: 
•Yes and you will have to fight this 
time too." 

At Camberwell, Lord Newton asked:' 
"What Is the actual situation?" Some 
one promptly replied, "Helping land- 
lords and brewers," but the climax 
came when his Lordship asked, "If a 
Peer myself, for instance, makes an 
ass of himself, is it open to the com- 
mons to say that members of tho 
House of Peers arc all asses." 

The audience laughed too heartily to 
reply. Lord Harris, endeavoring to 
speak at a tariff reform meeting at 
Sheerness, found the opposition too 
strong and ultimately left tho hall in 
Indignation. As a rule, however, the 
peers are making a far better show 
than most people expected. 

"Punch" hits off the situation by a 
central cartoon today, picturing a 
crowd of workingmen outside a factory, 
faced by the mildest of peers. The 
wording below the cartoon Is as fol- 
lows: 

"Average peer on stump." "Ladles 
and Gentlemen.'' 

"British workmen In audience to

W, E, Oliver Explains His Plat- 
form as Candidate for 
Mayoralty 



. The ratepayers of the James Bay dis- 
trict met in the South Park school last 
night to hear W. E/.OJIver explain his 
civic platform. The chair was oc- 
cupied by I'. J. Riddoil, tlio meeting 
being In sympathy with the candidate. 

■ The chairman In opening the meet- 
ing, said there wore several reasons 
why Victoria should elect Mr. Oliver 
as Its next mayor. He was a practical 
business man, and a strong man In the 
sense In which a public man should 
qg strong. Mo had ability, personal 



magnetism, and was persuasive In 
argument. His record as reeve of Oak 
Bay was proof of all these points. Ho 
then Introduced the speaker. • 
A Citizen of Victoria 
Mr. Oliver commenced by explaining 
why he put himself forward. Although, 
he lived In Oak Hay his business in- 
terests were entirely In the city, he 
was a property owner in Victoria as 
well as in Oak Bay, and when abroad 
he always represented himself as a 
citizen of Victoria. He enlarged on the 
fact that Victoria's prosporlty was 
bound up with that of the surround- 
ing districts, und that anything which 
helped the one assisted the other. In 
his canvass he had found somo rate- 
pavers who laid stress on ward Inter- 
ests. He would make no promises in 
regard to any of those. If elected it 
would be ns mayor of Victoria, and his 
aim would be to do tho best ho could 
for the whole city. There were numer- 
ous matters besides those of water and 
streets, which ho looked upon as tho 
two principle civic problems, but those 
could not be dlscus3ed without full 
knowledge of the facts. The proper 
place to discuss them was In the coun- 
cil, and even more in committee. Tho

man who would pledge hlms'olf to do 
so .and so, In such mutters w.as In a 
sense dishonest, because he 'might be 
pledging himself to do something which 
he knew the council would not agree 
to, and in any caso no man should 
pledge lrtmself to any specific action, 
until he knew all the details upon 
which such action would be bused. 
Beacon Hill Park 
As an instance, Mr, Oliver referred to 
the controversy In regard to the grant- 
ing of certain privileges to a bowling 
club In Beacon Hill Park. ,So far ns 
the grunt of that ground to the city 
was concerned he believed that the 
Hon. J. S. Helmcken's position was un- 
assailable, but It did not appear that 
tho bowling club had been granted 
anything but a revokable privilege. At 
tho same time he thought that the city 
should not grant any further privileges 
rashly. In regard to matters such as_ 
local option and the board -of control," 
he did not see that a candidate for Uie 
mayoralty should be tested by his 
views 011 these matters. As to the 
former it was a matter for the pro- 
vincial government to say whether or 
not municipalities should have the 
right to decide tho question for tliom : 
selves. The duty of a mayor and coun- 
cil was to take facts as they were and 
carry out the law. The whole mat- 
ter of civic government was one of 
business, and business entirely, and if 
elected he would do his best to conduct 
civic affairs in a business like fashion. 

Mr. Oliver then went fully into his 
two plans of water and streets. Ho 
maintained that the whole question of 
a sufficient and constant water supply 
In all its bearings should be placed 
before the people; all the facts in the 
possession of »anypne should be given 
them and then their desire should be 
carried out by the council, His own 
solution of the problem to which he 
was not wedded unless tile people were 
in favor of It, was that of a water 
board. He explained how this would. 
In his opinion, solve the question com- 
pletely, and would avoid the clashing 
of interests which must inevitably en- 
sue were eaeli of the different districts 
contiguous to, Victoria to decide the 
question for themselves. 

Plans for Streets 
In the matter of road work, Mr. 
Oliver deprecated public criticism of 
the engineer personally. Blame. If any, 
attached to his, masters, the council, 
just as blame for any employee's act 
was properly chargeable to his em- 
ployer. Mr. Oliver acknowledged hav- 
ing had casual advice on engineering 
I matters in connection with tho Oak 
I Bay municipality from the< city en- 
gineer, and had always found the ad- 
vice good. 

Discussing the policy which should, 
be followed in regard to local improve- 
ment -works, Mr. Oliver declared that 
the council should decide upon a grad- 
ing of streets along the lines of those 
which were strictly main thorough- 
fares, those which really benefitted only 
the residents along them, and others 
which were betwixt and between. His 
own idea was that the cost of im- 
provements on the main thoroughfares 
would lie borne half and half by tho 
city and the owners, while on what 
might be called private streets the 
cost should be borne wholly by tho 
property owners. The trouble hud 
largely boon that the city had laid 
down principles witli the best ofinten- 
tions but had not adhered to them. In- 
stead of attending to the main high- 
ways of traffic tlrst these had often 
been neglected and time and labor ex- 
pended on back streets. 

It was ridiculous. Mr. Oliver said, the 
way the. council dealt with pavement 
materials. Not once but again and 
again, night after night, time was spent 
discussing what class of pavement 

should be laid here or there. This was 
not u'nnatter for the council to decide, 
but for its engineer, who must know 
tip? best class of pavement for different 
thoroughfares. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Oliver ex-: 
pressed himself us heartily in favor 
of an independent audit of the city 
accounts. He also favored the abolition 
of the wards and the election of alder- 
men by the city at large. 

Councillor Newton, of Oak Bay, as 
an elector or Victoria believed that 
the city would do well to elect Mr. 
Oliver whose work in the suburban 
municipality had been most successful. 

The meeting concluded with a vote 
of thanks and endorsation of Mr. 
Oliver's candidature.

It is significant of the rapid advance 
of British Columbia in population that 
in the school year terminating on the 
:10th June last, an increase in public 
school attendance throughout the pro- 
vince of not less than three thousand 
— or more than eight per cent, in the 
twelvemonth— was noted in the rou- 
tine reports tn the Education Depart- 
ment for the period in question. This, 
it may be noted, is a record In growth 
for British Columbia. 

From every part of the province, It 
may be mentioned in illustration of 
the general growth of the country, re- 
quests are coming in for enlarged ac- 
commodations, tlie standard two-room 
school requiring conversion into a 
three-room institution, and the princi- 
ple being Indefinitely oxler.^led. The 
rural schools would seem to have de- 
veloped attendance in even more rapid 
ratio than tho city districts. 

It is signicant that the system ad- 
opted some lew years ago, bv W.hlcll 
the local boards in reality fixed Solar- 
is working out 10 the very mark- 
advantage of education generally, 
and of the salary standard particularly 
In British Columbia. The average of 
teachers' salaries it Is true is not yet 
quite equal to that paid In the new 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, but there are compensating ad- 
vantages In British Columbia for any 
minor difference, as ,-t result of which 
this province draws more experienced 
teachers from the adjacent provinces 
than they do from British Columbia. 
Ths low wage scale in Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward ' Island, and New 
Brunswick, at the same time is throw- 
ing to British Columbia a consider- 
able percentage of tho very best pe- 
dagogues of the Maritime provinces. 

en holiday periods and .til other 
Incidental considerations are taken In- 
to account, the standard of salaries 
here at the present time may fairly 
be regarded as appropriate to the 
emoluments in any kindred profession. 

Under the revised school law the 
Province gives a standard salary to 
school teachers of $480 per annum. Af- 
ter this, It. is arranged that for all ad- 
ditional salary granted by tho local 
boards, the province meets the locali- 



Xew arrangements for the distribu- 
tion of mail at the Provincial govern- 
ment buildings are now about com- 
pleted, which will reduce this detail of 
tlie work "across James Bay" to a sys- 
tem not heretofore known. 

In the past the mail department lias 
been looked after In its entirety by 
Chief Janitor Ryan, and that this has 
been no sinecure may be gathered 
from the fact that In the one month 
01' September last — a standard month 
If one excepts those dining which the 
House is In session, when of course 
tlie volume of mail mutter is much 
heavier than usual — no fewer than 
seventeen thousand letters were de- 
spatched from the several departments, 
as well as 21,60(7 lbs. of miscellaneous 
printed matter. 

The practice of the past has been 
for the chief janitor to take the mail 
from tho general post office and dis- 
tribute it to the various departments. 
Hereafter a mimic post office located 
in tlie basement will be the distribu- 
tion point. This has just been fitted 
tip with all the necessary parapher- 
nalia of sorting tables, stamping forms, 
etc., together with about 7, r , lock boxes 
for the ministers of the. several de- 
partments, all handsomely fitted in an- 
tique oak. Here malls will be received 
and distributed, the postal work being 
thereby infinitely simplified. A spe- 
cial postal clerk will probably be ne- 
cessitated in the near future, as the 
postal business of the government is 
growing daily, and Is at present suf- 
ficient to keep a clerk busy. 

The, telephone system for the gov- 
ernment buildings has recently been, 
reorganized also, an exchange being 
placed at the main entrance, with an 
incidental public pay station, and some 
ninety three calls within the buildings, 
two operators from the central ex- 
change of the British Columbia Tele- 
phone Co. being constantly on duty. 

The organization of the allied ser- 
vices will tend toward marked im- 
provement.

Lecturing at tin: 
College hist week on tlie subject of 
HittitQ discoveries, David G, Hogarth, 
A.M., of the Ashmolean Museum, Ox- 
ford University, a famous archaeolo- 
gist, said that tlie territory most pro- 
ductive Is 11 Strip of land extending 
from 'Mesopotamia on tlie east of tho 
islands of tlie Aegean Sea and Crete.

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THE INNER HARBOR. 



The importance of tho proposition 
advanced in the Colonist a few days 
iiKii as to tho immediate need of en- 
lkrging the navigable area of the in- 
ner harbor, is admitted by everyone. 
We hope there will bo united effort 
to secure an appropriation during the 
present session for the removal of the 
rocks lying on the east side of the 
Songhecs Reserve. The estimated 
cost $225,000, is not large In consider- 
ation of the very great benefit that 
.would result from It. and at any rate 
it would only be the anticipation of 
■appropriations that will have to he 
'made in the near future. 

Victorians have reached a new stage 
In the progress of the city, and they 
will have to look at things in rather a 
'different light from what they have 
hitherto regarded them. Especially 
will they have to act together on all 
matters relating to public conveni- 
ences, such as facilities for railways 
and steamships. The problems that 
will arise will not be wholly without 
difficulty, owing to physical conditions 
and the policy of give and take may 
have to be adopted In more than one 
direction. In one view the most im- 
portant guestlon just now is that re- 
ferred to above. It is something 
Which cannot be deferred to a future 
date. It ought to be taken tip atjOnce 
and pushed through with vigor and 
determination. The citizens will get 
powerful backing in such an attempt. 

A SUGGESTION 

We print the following suggestion 
without endorsing it, but solely because 
others, besides the gentleman with 
whom it originated, may think it pos- 
sesses merit. As Is generally known, 
tho city owns Cedar Hill, or .-. Mount 
Douglas as it ought properly to be 
called. It has a fine gravelly slope, 
and it is well out of the way of any 
area that Is likely ever to become resi- 
dential in an urban sense. The sugges- 
tion is that the cits' should open a new 
cemetery there. If this idea were acted 
on. it would'be necessary to secure tho 
extension of the tramway line, hut 
there would be no difficulty on that 
score: but it would also necessitate tho 
use of the tramway for funerals, which 
probably would he objectionable to 
iinany people. However, we have no 
intention of discussing the question 
just now. The suggestion has .been 
made and we pass it ou to the citizens. 

rIHvIAKING BRITAIN 

Editor Macdonald, of the Toronto 
Globe, combines with his journalist 
skill an unusual degree of force as a 
speaker. He was a guest at the an- 
nual dinner of the Canadian Society' 
in Xew York ami, speaking In" reply 
to a toast, ventured to predict a popu- 
lar triumph lor the common people in 
the struggle now on, and said that 
the result would be an onward step 
in popular government. .The dis- 
patches quote lum as saying: . "In 
our own generation we have seen all 
the political, Industrial, economic and 
social remaking of a nation, and the 
•glory of the second house will lie 
greater than the first." This is not 
very explicit, bul in so far as |' may 
he taken to mean a belief that Britain 
;will rise stronger and better out of 
the present and all other crises that 
may arise, Air. Macdonald expresses 
the hope and confident expectation o£ 
iill Canadians. 

' Differ as we. may among ourselves 
as to the wisdom of the Budget, the 
po-wers of the House of Lords, the, 
merits of tariff reform, we are as one 
in our faith in the ability of the Brit- 
ish people to solve every problem that 
is submitted to them, and in our cer- 
tainty that. While we may not lie able 
to see the end from the beginning, 
the course of British national evolu- 
tion is certain in the end to lead to 
the best results. 

PROVINCIAL RIGHTS 

Sir Lomer Gouln Is going to visit 
Sir James Whitney. Sir Lomer is 
Premier of Quebec, Sir James is Pre- 
mier of Ontario. We all know what 
the Governor of North Carolina said 
to the Governor of South Carolina, 
but there is a good deal of speculation 
just now as to what these premiers 
will say to each other. Certain cor- 
respondents claim that very serious 
questions will be discussed, and that 
in all probability, a conference of pro- 
vincial premiers will he called for the 
purpose of considering them. 

Certain very serious differences 
have arisen under the British North 
America Act. Thai piece of legisla- 
tion was drawn with a great deal of 
Skill; |)Ut the draughtsmen could not 
foresee till the questions of jurisdic- 
tion which Have arisen. Among the 
open questions arc those relating to 
the powers of companies. itor in- 



stance, Sir Charles Fitzpatrick has 
said, it appeared to him "Impossible 
to maintain that a provincial legis- 
lature, if It can deal with tho incor- 
poration of insurance companies at all, 
can create a~ company with powers 
oo-extensive "with those conferred by 
the Dominion. Tho Dominion Govern- 
ment and the Provincial Legislature 
cannot both occupy the same legisla- 
tive field at the same time." The view 
has the support of eminent jurists, but 
the majority ' of the • Supreme 'Court 
held the contrary view. A direct col- 
lision has occurred between tho legis- 
lature of Ontario and Parliament over 
tlie use of water rights to supply 
power for use in both Canada and tho 
United States. Another question lias 
arisen under some Manitoba legisla- 
tion, which is said to trench upon tho 
provisions of the Banking Act. In 
addition to these there are others, in 
somo of which our own province is 
directly interested. There aro many 
reasons why all these open questions 
should be disposed of as soon as pos- 
sible, and the fact that the Quebec 
Premier is to open the discussion , of 
them is taken as Indicating that the 
Ottawa ministry is favorable to action 
to that end. 



AT KAMLOOPS 

The delegates who attended the 
Conservative convention at Kamloops 
speak in the highest possible terms of 
the hospitality and attention shown 
them by the people of that city. They 
say that their friends in the Interior 
have set the people of the Coast a 
high standard by the generous spirit 
exhibited. The tales they tell of the 
manner In which they were enter- 
tained certainly are of something that 
Would we fear be difficult to repro- 
duce in either Victoria or Vancouver. 



IS HE A FAKER? 

The Xew York Times last week pub- 
lished affidavits from George H. Dun- 
kie, an insurance broker, and August 
AV'edel Loose, a sea captain, to tho ef- 
fect that they faked Dr. Cook's "ob- 
servations." by which he sought to es- 
tablish his claim to have reached the 
North Pole, and that they were to have 
receive $1000 for their work if the 
University of Copenhagen accepted 
tlie documents as proof of Dr. Cook's 
claims. They allege that tho Doctor 
had paid them $L'G0 up to the time of 
his recent disappearance. Accom- 
panying the affidavits is a fae simile 
reproduction in Dr. Cook's handwriting 
of his instructions to Captain Loose. 
The Captain says he furnished the 
Doctor with the following: 

I— Twenty-four altitudes for latitude 
sights. 

'Z — One chart covering route from 
Svartevaag to the Pole, with all of Dr. 
Cook's assumed positions marked up- 
on it. 

. 3— Complete observations- for' time 
and chronometer rate, as they might 
have been taken by stars at Anoratok 
and Svartevaag, probably thirty in all. 

4— Diagrams for compass errors and 
correction at different points. 

5— Calculations for longitude, about 
twenty in all. 

6 — Sixteen observations as they 
cotdd have been taken at the North 
Pole, In two sets, eight with depression 
of Pole considered and eight with de- 
pression ignored. 

7 — Bowditch's complete nautical ta- 
bles. 

8 — Anfinsen's tables for correction of 
altitudes of heavenly bodies. 

— American Nautical Almanac for 
several years. 

10— Lloyd's calendar of 1908. 

II — Three admiralty charts, covering 
Smith Sound and the Polar regions, 
Nos. 280, 274, and 27T>. 

12— One Bliss almanac of 1!»08. 

13 — One Negus almanac of 1907. 
Tho Times says it has carefully fol- 
lowed tlie doings of Dunkie and Loose, 
and has established that they purchas- 
ed tlie bonks and charts referred to, 
and that they were on very intimate 
terms with Dr. Cook. Captain Loose, 
in his story expresses his scorn of Dr. 
Cook's claims, laughs at his Ignorance 
of tlie simplest essentials for accurate 
observations in tho Arctic regions, and 
describes at length how working back- 
ward from the Pole, he calculated ob- 
servations that would lit in with 
Cook's narrative, and coached him on 
tlie necessary modifications of the lat- 
ter — as for example, "that he must be 
sure to record that he rose before 4:15 
o'clock on a certain 1 morning, because 
it was at that hour that a certain ntar 
(mentioned in one of Loose's calcula- 
tions) would be visible." Mr. Dunkie 

describes the inception of the enter- 
prise: how from tin? newspapers they 
gathered that Dr. Cook was in deep 
water, and inferred that he would be 
glad to pay for help; how Dunkie got 
John 11. Bradley, Cook's backer, to in- 
troduce him. The story of both men 
is told with the greatest circumstanti- 
ality, and the fact that it appears in a 
paper of such standing as the New- 
York Times is prima facie evidence 
that it is genuine. Meanwhile, Dr. 
Cook has disappeared from the public 
view.

The Colonist Is 
not given to objecting to a policy of 
liberal expenditure for the public ser- 
vices, but It ventures to suggest that a 
search warrant might well be issued 
for the discovery of the policy of re- 
trenchment, which the Liberals promis- 
ed when they came into power. 



' Dr. Sproule said an amusing thing 
in Parliament tlie other day. lie had 
been pressing .Mr. Pugsley to tell him 
what a vote for Montreal harbor was 
to be expended on, and .Mr. Pugsley 
was not disposed to be communicative, 
whereupon tlie Doctor said that tho 
Minister of Public Works was violat- 
ing all precedent. "When we ask other 
members for information, we get it, al- 
though we are afraid to ask the Min- 
ister for Agriculture, for when he 
starts in to give information, he usual- 
ly takes up the rest of the night." Lit- 
tle things like this soften the asperi- 
ties of politics. 

Tlie Ottawa Citizen, which is a very 
strong believer in the desirability of 
tariff reform in the United Kingdom, 
lakes much tlie same position as the 
Colonist when it says that at the forth- 
coming elections it will be impossible 
to present a clear cut issue between 
protection and free trade. It says the 
elections have been sprung upon the 
people; but for this the' Protectionists 
have the Marquis of Lansdowne to 
thank. If the plan advocated by Lord 
Courteney, and referred to In the Col- 
onist yesterday, had been followed by 
the Lords, the next election would 
have been a fair trial between the two 
great economic principles. 

The Busy Man's Magazine says that 
Miss Margaret Anglin is "of Ottawa 
by birth, but of New Brunswick by 
residence and nativity." • Since the. 
young lady, who said that she had 
no native place because her father 
was a Methodist minister, there has 
been no more extraordinary ease than 
that of the talented Canadian actress. 
Possibly, however, she was born again 
when her father went to Ottawa, as 
Speaker of the Senate. As a matter 
of fact, Miss Anglin Is a native of St. 
.John, where her father was for years 
editor and proprietor of a newspaper 

known as The Freeman, in the editor- 
ial columns of which his brilliant, 
and incisive pen discussed public 
questions without fear or favor.

ROUTE PROPOSED 



Feasible Plan Advanced 
Anglo-Indian Official 
for Railway

'LOXDOX, Dee. 15— An interesting 
proposal for the construction of i f 
railway between India and China is 
advanced by Mr. Noel AVilliamson. Mr. 
Williamson is a political officer in the 
service of the Indian Government, who 
while stationed in Upper Assam, has 
found an opportunity for exploring the 
Lohit brunch of the iBrahmaputra up 
to the Tibotan frontier. Ho found no 
serious natural difficulties In the way 
of his progress up the Lohit Valley, 
and believes it would bo an easy mat- 
as a beginning, to connect India with 
the borders o fSoutheastorn Tibet by 
a good mule track.. Tho distance from 
the plains of Assam to the border of 
Tibet is less than fifty miles in a 
straight, line and little more than a 
hundred miles by the river valley. 
The route traverses a eountry occupied 
by aqulet, peaceable people, who look 
to the Indian Government as the para- 
mount .power, and the road could be 
constructed not only at comparatively 
little cost but without risk of tribal, 
unrest. 

The highest altitude oecur^Cin the 
outer for Airst) range of hill/,' where 
there is a rise of ■), GOO • feet, after 
which no high altitudes obstruct the 
way. Tho banks of. the river appear 
specially suited to serve as a. trade 
j'oute. Large flat tiers running par- 
allel to tin- Lohit, with easily sur- 
mounted spurs extending to the river 
itself, rise gradually from an elevation 
of 1,200 feet near the confluence of 
the Tidding river with the Lohit to 
an elevation of 3,100 feet at Sati near 
the frontier — an ascent of 1,000 feet 
in seventy miles. In short, the valley 
offers says Mr. Williamson, a natural 
highway into Tibet, which only re 
quires the hand of man to render it 
easily and expeditious. 

Trade Possibilities. 
At present trade along the route is 
infinitesimal. It may reasonably bo 
hoped, however that Improved com- 
munications would lend to u speedy 
development. Southeastern Tibet (or 
the Rong, as tlie country is called) has 
no industries because there is no In- 
centive to the development of its re- 
sources. A great quantity of wool is 
wasted annually because there is no 
market for its sale. This Is true not. 
only as regards wool of ordinary qual- 
ity, but as regards the costly variety 
called bashm, from which shawls aro 
made. If communications wore im- 
proved along this natural outlet for 
the trade of Southeastern Tibet, fa- 
cilities for export would be brought 
within the reach of all. .Mutual in- 
tercourse is impossible at the present 
moment, because Tibet is a forbidden 
land; but a good bridle. path leading 
down from the frontier of Sadiya, a 
place in close proximity to the termi- 
nus of the Dlbru-Sadlya railway 
would attract Tibetans to trade in 
Assam. 

Moreover, the Chinese government 
is known to be taking steps to streng- 
then Its hold on Tibet, anil it lias been 
reported that a new Chinese province 
will shortly be formed mil of the 
Rong. In any. ease the enterprising 
Chinese trader may he expected to 
be keenly alive to tin- advantages 
of easy communication with Assam, 
and Mr. Williamson, in addition to 
his modest proposal for the opening 
up of a mule track along tho Lohit 
Valley, emphasizes the fact that, so 
fas as engineering obstacles are con- 
cerned, tht running of a railway up 
the Lohit towards Sechuan ■would be 
a distinctly feasible project, 
Greater Obstacles. 

As far as Rlmn -on the Tibetan 
side of the Frontier, there would be 
no very serious difficulty In building 
the lino. Beyond that the country is 
difficult. To reach Sechuan various 
high passes would have to be cross- 
ed, as well as tin- Salween, Kekong, 
and Yangktze rivers. This is undoubt- 
edly a formidable array, but. obsta- 
cles in the way of railway communi- 
cation between India and China are 
great by any route. The altitudes of 
the passes do not represent their 
heights above the surrounding coun- 
try, nor are the rivers I he giant wat- 
erways into which they develop fur- 
ther south. Whatever the cost of the 
undertaking, Air. Williamson believes 
that compensation would lie found in 
the facilities afforded for quick com- 
munication between India and ■Western 
China. 

Such Humilities should lead to an 
enormous expansion of trade between 
the two countries. At present, exports 
from India to Seohumi have to he 
carried by sen to the mouth of the 
Yangtze and there commence another 
long antl- difficult Voyage up the river. 
If Sechuan were placed in dlrecl rail- 
way communication with India, an Im- 
mense impetus would bo given to tho 
development of the natural resources 
of the province, .one of the richest hi 
China.

Ninety per cent of the reading mat- 
ter taken out of the Carnegie library 
is fiction. 

This statement made to the Colo- 
nist yesterday by Dr. Hands, chief 
librarian, points to the fact that the 
great majority of Victorians who 
Patronize the library do not read 
Improve their minds nor with the Idea 
of Increasing- their knowledge, but 
purely out of a desire to amuse them- 
selves. 

In this Victoria is not by any means 
peculiar. The reports of librarians in 
many other cities, both in Canada and 
in the United States, prove that the 
latter-day tendcjicy is towards light, 
inconsequential fiction. In Toronto, 
which is more or less of an exception. 
Toronto being in a measure, the Bos- 
ton of Canada, the percentage of fic- 
tion called for at the public library 
is only 20. But, in Toronto, and In 
other largo cities, there, is a much 
wider selection of titles to chooso 
J from than Is the ease In Victoria. For 
instance, if a man enters the library 
and asks for something on mineralogy 
Which the librarian cannot supply 
him, it Is unlikely that the man will 
substitute a book on history or one 
on the Development of Egyptian Ar- 
chaeology in its Relation lo Hittlto 
History. He Is far more likely to take 
the latest offering from the pen of 
Robert A\ r . Chambers or Gilbert Parker 
or Ralph Connor. 

Fifty Years Ago 
A list of the "best sellers" of fifty 
years ago would not compare with a 
similar list of today to the advantage 
of present-day readers. Such a list 
was compiled and is on record and 
when a copy of it was shown to Dr. 
Hands yesterday he commented that 
with a few exceptions none of the 
books whose titles it contained are 
popular today. Locally only one or 
two of tlie list are read frequently 
today. Among these are "Fern Leaves" 
by Fanny Fern, and "The Wide, Wide 
World" by Sirs. Warner. 

"The cheap magazines, with their 
short fiction stories," said Dr. Hands 
yesterday, "have done much to woo 
the reading public from more bene- 
ficial titles. .We have .today, one or 
two good short-story writers, men 
whose tales are worth the reading, 
but for every one good short story 
there are ten not worth the reading. 

"The public today shows small dis- 
crimination in choosing its reading 
matter. Even in Its choice of maga- 
zines it is not particular. Many peo- 
ple who read widely, as to quantity; 
choose their material by no mora 
worthy guide than a pretty cover or 
a catchy caption. Of course, it is 
harder to chooso good reading nowa- 
days than it ,yas fifty years ago. 
Stories are printed and circulated by 
the thousands toflny, by reason of the 
Improved and cheapened methods of 
printing and publishing, that would

not have been considered worthy of 
printer's Ink half a century ago. 

"My advice is, find some good 
writer whose style unci subjects you 
liko and then read all that he has 
published; Hubert Louis Stevenson. 
Pickens, Thackeray, George Eliot and 
Gilbert Parker arc read well in Vic- 
toria, and this Is praiseworthy. His- 
torical and technological books rank 
next in order of popularity. Books on 
travel arc becoming more popular and 
wo have received some excellent new 
titles of late. 

"We hope to have the new cata- 
logues available before Christmas 
time and these will contain many ad- 
ditional titles." 

Has Deteriorated 

Taken altogether the public's dis- 
crimination in reading seems to have 
deteriorated in nice proportion to the 
increase in the ranks of "literary" 
writers. Years ago when the youthful 
book-lover began his acquaintance with 
literature In The Uook of Martyrs and 
Plutarch's Lives, and when a book was 
something that cost money and was 
not to be considered lightly, those who 
wrote books had some well-founded 
talent for the work. Nowadays when 
everyone from Biddy the cook to the 
King, the Kaiser and the President 
"writes for the magazines" or dashes' 
off a novel, it Isn't much wonder that 
the poor public gives up in despair and 
reads what comes to it handiest and 
most attractively dressed. 

More than hair a century ago a dis- 
cussion in the United States Congress 
on international copyright, prompted 
Mr. Henry C. Carey to compile a list 
of the "best sellers" of that duy, to- 
gether witli some interesting statistics 
relating to the returns of authorship 
In tho middle of the ninetccth century. 
The figures and list afford an oppor- 
tunity to compare the popular tasto 
reflected in the book trade of 1853 
with the same reflection today. Even 
fifty-six years ago the facts led Mr. 
Carey to claim that tile United States 
"presents a market for books of almost 
every description unparalleled in the 
world." It is interesting to note that 
volumes of essays, of poetry, and of 
travel are among the books which held 
the foremost place in popular favor two 
generations ago. Tile results of Mr. 
Carey's investigations were first given 
to the public in 1S53 in a volume of 
"Letters on International Copyright." 
At that time, it seems, four of Thack- 
eray's books were being sold in the 
United States to one in England, and 
the salo of Dickens' works had to ba 
numbered "almost by millions of vol- 
umes." We learn, however, that tho 
chief patronage was even then accord- 
ed to native productions, which out- 
numbered tho foreign reprints "in the 
proportion of three to one." To quote 
Mr. Carey: 

Washington Irving's Books 
"Of all American authors, those of 
school-books: excepted, there Is no ono 
of Svhose books so many have been cir- 
culated as those of Mr. Irving. Prior 
the publication of the edition re- 
nt ly issued by Putnam, the salo had 
amounted to 1-11,000 volumes. Of 
'Uncle Tom,' the sale has amounted to 
"05,000 copies, partly In one, and partly 
in two volumes: and the total number 
of volumes amounts, probably, to about 
450,000. ... Of the sale of Mr. Pres- 
ton's works little is certainly known; 
but It can not, understand, have been 
less than 1G0.00O volumes. That of Mr. 
Bancroft's 'History' has already risen, 
certainly to 110,000 copies, and I am 
told it is considerably more; and yet 
even that Is. n 'saM.' for such a work, 
entirely unprecedented*- 

"Of the works "of Hawthorne, Long- 
fellow, Bryant, Willis, Curtis, Sedgwick, 
Sigourney, and numerous others, tho 
sale is exceedingly" great, but, as not 
even an approximation" to tho true 
amount can be offered, I must leave It 
to you to judge of it 'by comparison 
with those of less popular authors 
above enumerated. In several of these 
cases, beautifully illustrated editions 
have been published, of which large 
numbers have been sold. Of Mr. Long- 
fellow's volume there have been no 
less than ten editions." 

Profits of Literature 
Of the rates paid to successful au- 
thors by tho mugfizines of that day 
Mr. Carey says: 

"I have now before me a statement 
from a single publisher, In which ho 
says that to .Messrs. Willis, Longfellow, 
Bryant, and Alston, his price was uni- 
formly $60 for a poetical article, long 
or short — and his readers know that 
they were generally very short; in one 
case, only fourteen lines. To numerous 
others it was from $26 to $40. In one 
Case he lias paid $ J5 per page for prose. 
To Mr. Cooper ho paid $1,S00 lor novel, 
and $1,000 for a series of naval biog- 
raphies, the author retaining the copy- 
right for separate publication; and in 
such cases, if the work be good, lta 
appearance in the magazine acts as 
the best of advertisements. To Mr. 
James he paid S1.200 for a novel leav- 
ing him also the copyright. For a 
single number of his Journal he has 
paid to authors $l,. r >00. The total 
amount paid for original matter by 
two magazines — the selling price of 
which Is $3 pin- year — in ten years lias 
exceeded $130,000, giving an average 
of $13,000 per annum. The Messrs. 
Harper inform mo that the expendi- 
ture for literary and artistic labor 
required for their magazine is $2,000 
per month, or $24,000 a year."

eral meetings, and the work was being 
rapidly placed in a good workable 
shape. Delegate McEachern vouched 
for tho fact that no scheme that the 
council had ever fathered promised to 
reach such a successful conclusion. 
Union Label 
Tho Union Label committee made a 
report on the matter, which showed 
that a great deal of goods that could 
easily bo made in Victoria was Im- 
ported from abroad and from the East. 
This movement was first brought to 
the attention of tin? Council by tho 
Typographical Union, and the work of 
the label committee is the result. They 
strongly advised a campaign in favor 
of home industry. A batch of labels 
was printed by the committee in a neat 
form, eacli containing 24 labels — the 
back being gummed — and all union 
men were requested to carry them con- 
tinually in their pockets, and when 
they received goods from any mer- 
chant that was not made in Victoria or 
British Columbia, they were urged to 
return the goods with one of these little 
labels pasted on the goods. The label 
bears the words: "Why was this not 
made in Victoria?" Others contain 
the words: "Support home industry, 
and we will support you." It was de- 
cided trr Issue another With the words: 
"Why were these goods not made in 
Victoria by union labor?" 

The work of the Typographical un- 
ion and the label committee of the 
council was highly commended, and 
it was decided to enter upon a stren- 
uous campaign in favor of home 
made goods and it is confidently hoped 
that every merchant and householder 
will back up tho efforts of tho work- 
ers. At tills point C. H. Chamberlain 
presented his credentials as a delegate 
from the Cooks and Waiters' union, 
in place of Mr. Garland who retires. 
Provincial Organization 
R. P. Pettlplece, general secretary 
of the Vancouver Trades and Labor 
council wrote to urge the formation of 
a "Provincial Trades and Labor Con- 
gress," and asking if the Victoria 
council would pledge its support to 
such a movement. 

The secretary explained in answer to 
questions that the proposed B. C. 
Trades and Labor Congress would bo 
composed of delegates from all trade 
unions as well as delegates from the 
various trades and labor councils, and 
would be tributary to tho "Trades and 
Labor Congress of Canada." The 
main object of the Provincial con- 
gress would be to attend to all labor 
business of a provincial nature, busi- 
ness that the Labor Congress of Can- 
ada found it Impossible to give proper 
attention to on account of the vast 
Bizo of the Dominion. 

After discussing the subject pro and 
con, the. council decided to postpone 
definite action until the different local 
unions had time to discuss and con- 
sider the subject. 

The executive committee were In- 
structed to act in conjunction with tho 
Electrical Workers' union and the 
Street Railway Men's union with a 
view of settling some questions of

Tho regular meeting of the Auxiliary 
to the Anti-Tuberculosis society was 
held at tho Balmoral yesterday morn- 
ing. The principal business was tho 
settling up of the affairs of tho cafe 
claimant. As, however, many of the 
bills had not been presented, il was 
found impossible to conclude the busi- 
ness, and prepare a statement. This 
will be done oarly in the New Year. 

In answer to an appeal from Dr. Fa- 
gan, tho young fa'tjles resolved to send 
a Christmas box to the sanitarium, 
containing: gifts 'suitable to tho (season 
to individual patients. Mrs. Love, 
Mrs. Cross, and Mrs. Lampman were 
chosen to select and despatch the pres- 
ents. 

The excellent work done by tho 
Home Nursing society cannot be too 
highly commended. The ladies be- 
longing to it have shown that they lire 
actuated by' the truest spirit of 
Christian love. Help is never so much 
needed as when sickness enters tho 
home, and tho public of Victoria owe a 
deep debt of gratitude, to the ladles 
who, during many years have taken 
care that no family, however poor, 
should suffer from want of skilful 
nursing or the comforts necesary for 
the slek room. They have gone fur- 
ther, and from the intimate knowledge 
which the nurse gains of the needs of 
the families to whom she has minis- 
tered, have learned how help could be 
most wisely given. This aid has been 
lent so that tho most sensitive could 
not feel hurt, and care has been taken 
at the same time to foster a spirit of 
honest lmlepenenee. As the city grows 
the usefulness of the society will con- 
tinue to increase, as will its need for 
the support of the citizens. This, it is 
confidently believed, will be given as | 
generously in the future as II has In 
the past, for the ladles of the Home 
Nursing society have proved how 
much good can lie done witli a com- i 
paratlvoly small Income. 

There is, among people who are hot 
poor, a need for nurses which is far 
greater now than In former years. 
Main- causes contribute to. this. When 
the daughters of mechanics and small 
tradesmen and. other peopJe of moder- 
ate income stayed at home till they 
were married, it was always possible in 
case of sickness to lay aside the ucw- 
lng or spinning or weaving and wait 
on the sick member of the family. Now 
that the girls are teaching in- at work- 
in stores or offices the case is differ- 
ent, if tlie mother, father, or one of 
the children take sick Mary or Jane, 
however willing, cannot stay at home 
*... liclp. Nor is it easier for the neigh- 
bor to leave her work and come In to 
assist In the care of the suffering one. 
There is not room in all the hospitals 
for all the sick, however ready they 
may be to go there. Nor can people 
who have small Incomes afford to pay 
the expenses of a trained nurse except 
in case of urgent necessity. The con- 
sequence is that mothers must add to 
their already heavy task the care of 
the sick, or. if they have been ill them- 
selves, must return to work too Boon. 
i"or the people spoken of could not, 
without the loss of their own self- 
respect and of their standing in r,oci- 
ety accept the help of any charitable j 
organization, however willingly it j 
might be tendered. 

A writer in the last number of the 
'Canadian Nurse" suggests a remedy I 
for this state of affairs that appears to I 
meet the needs of the case. She sug- 
gests a system of insurance, where, by 
laying aside a small sum at stated 
times efficient nursing in case of ill- j 
ness could be provided. This "nurs- 
ing policy" could be obtained oy- the 
same terms as accident or Insurance 
policies. The writer, Miss Burland, j 
says "Some might raise tlie objection i 
that they might go on year after year 
paying the premiums and getting no I 
I material good from it. Just so do wo 
I get no material benefit from our s'iro i 
insurance premiums or accident pre- | 
miums, unless we are so unfortunate I 
as to have a fire or an accident, but j 
how much more secure and free from 
care do we feel having that protec- 
tion." 

•'Hut even this objection might bo 
overcome by having tlie policies made 
somewhat on the same plan as many 
of the life insurance policies ore now 
being made, viz., twenty years accum- 
ulative policies, or something on the 
same lines." 

In the case of men provision is made 
by the various benefit societies for the 
needs of sickness. There arc ;i few 
such societies to which women belong 
But there is a great body of quiet, 
homekceping women whose needs are 
not met by such organizations. It 
may be that a remedy will be found 
soon for what is surely a great want.

There never was a better Instance 
of the danger of a little knowledge 
than the attitude of a great part of 
tlie public towards tuberculosis. Until 
very lately no one thought that thero 
was any danger of associating with a 
consumptive patient. Then came the 
discovery of the tubercular bacillus 
and a few years as cruel unreason- 
ing as that which In a former ago 
left the victims of the plague to die 
In deserted cities took possession of 
many people. Sick people were. sent 
to be alone in foreign lands and tho 
call of duty was often unheeded by 
those bound to the patient by the 
closest ties. All intelligent people 
now know that if proper precautions 
are observed there is no danger in 
waiting on a tubercular patient. The 
disease cannot be contracted as in 
the case of scarlet fever or small- 
pox by touching the patient. 

The - latest manifestation of Ignor- 
ant cruelty on a large scale in con- 
nection with tuberculosis took place in 
New Jersey. 

A rich and benevolent Jew estab- 
lished a preventorium in Lnkewuod, 
N. J. This was a prace where little 
children who were delicate, but not 
diseased could be taken. Removed 
from their homes in poor districts the 
ilttle ones' rapidly acquired strength 
enough lo be able to resist the dan- 
ger of contracting tlie disease. Hut 
the people In the neighborhood be- 
came so alarmed, that when Other 
means failed, they prevailed on the ill vortlsement. sans plot, sans theme —

round that he

It is said that a future attempt will 
be made to compel him to abandon 
his project by passing repressive laws. 

The fear which caused this action 
has been shown to be quite ground- 
less even in cases where those un- 
fortunate people upon whom the dis- 
ease lias taken hold are being treated. 
Tho Montreal Witness speaking of 
this subject says; "As we have said 
over and over again about as healthy 
a life as one can lead is as an atten- 
dant in a well-carcd-for sanatorium 
or open-air camp. At Saranae, In 
New York stiite, where hundreds of 
consumptives have been cared for. we 
never heard of a nurse in the Trudeau 
Sanatorium, 'catching' the disease. 
Not only that, but it is a fact that 
the Saranae neighborhood has been 
fitted by the example of common- 
sense living set by the sanatorium, 
and instead of tho inhabitants of other 
places going into .a; medieval fit. ami 
calling for police.,; repression of. the 
life-savers, who establish sanatorluma 
or preventoriums' in their neighbor- 
hood the same should be an Incentive 
to them to practice hygienic living 
themselves. "I love a broad margin 
to my life,' says Thorcau; anil again, 
'there are none happy in tlie world but 
beings who enjoy freely a vast hori- 
zon." The sanatorium life teaches 
that it Is much more pleasant and 
wholesome to be wanned by the sun 
while one can bo than by an artificial 
fire; thai the breath of the pitch 
pine woods, the mountain top, the i 
meadow and the stony shore life; that i 
cleanliness of mind and body is 
close, indeed, to godliness; and that 
dwelling in dark, close, Ill-ventilated 
houses Is to dwell constantly in tlie 
Bhawod of death. In regard to con- 
sumption, a timely cure i-; generally 
possible and prevention always easy 
and yet because of the survival of 
that spirit of Ignoran t - - fea r. 'foolish 
people,' as our contemporary puts it,

Ladysmlth, at Badysmlth— will take 
place In de,flnnco of the warning con- 
tained in tlie union's ruling concerning 
amateurism and Its threat of Suspen- 
sion of every footballer implicated. 

In summarized form that is the situ- 
ation. On the one side is the British 
Columbia union, backed by all the in- 
fluence of the Canadian Federation, 
shorn of most of Its support on the is- 
land, and weakened materially on the 
Mainland. Ranged In opposition are 
practically everyone of tho athletic as- 
sociations which mako association 
football a club sport. . 

Which is the stronger? 

"Ask me something easier" will be the 
reply of the majority of those who 
watch developments. And the query 
will only bo answered by time. Ap- 
parently the factions intend standing 
to their guns on both sides of the gi'.lf, 
so that sportsmen are about to see 
open conflict between two of the 
strongest athletic sections that have 
ever been at issue in the Canadian 
West. 

Feeling Runs Hiojh. 

It Is the condition here that most In- 
tosests the Victorians concerned. And 
it is right in this city that the senti- 
ment for and against the union Is most 
ardent or bitter.

Very quickly every city league team 
will become contaminated with the ex- 
ception of the J. B. A. A. That team 
will be tho only genuine amateur or- 
ganization, according to the B. C. A. A. 
U.'s finding; ergo, that cloven will bo 
awarded the local championship. 

Sooner or later' tho wormwood of 
professionalism will 'eat into the local 
basketball series, and that also will bo 
disintegrated. 

The present outlook is exceedingly 
serious, and unless the union backs 
down, as Is most unlikely, the winter 
sports of British Columbia probably 
will go up in smoke. 

A special meeting of the union is ex- 
pected to lie announced at an early 
date.

Just what stimulus the construction 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific has already 
given to the development of mining hi 
Northern British Columbia is not easy 
of ascertainment, but it , Is certain Hint 
a number of promising" prospects are 
being vigorously exploited In anticipa- 
tion of transportation. Navigation on 
the Skcena River is over for tho pres- 
ent season, and the inevitable winter 
mantle of snow has . fallen.

been done. Sufficient information is at 
hand to confirm the opinion held by the 
most reliable mining men that, with 
adequate, transportation, the northern 
section of the province will prove to bo 
as rich, and as profitable as the far 
famed Koote.na'y in the south. 

Zinc and Spelter. 
Much Interest is being taken in the 
zinc convention which opened yesterday 
at Nelson. Owing to the rapidly in- 
creasing demand for spelter the inter- 
est In zinc production is becoming mora 
noticeable every year. This is largely 
due to the fact that American and Can- 
adian makers of corrugated sheets aro 
now doing their ewn galvanizing, and 
galvanizing is the branch of the Indus- 
try which furnishes the largest market 
for spelter. 

Until a few years ago this trade was 
almost entirely in the hands of .tho 
South Staffordshire sheet makers, but 
by degrees it has become implanted on 
this side of the Atlantic, and now both 
American and Canadian manufacturers 
tarn out an article which compares quite 
favorable with the old product, although 
the higher grades of thin sheets aro 
st ill imported. 

The use of galvanized corrugated 
sheets is still in its infancy in Canada. 
Tho Australian, South African and In- 
dian markets have kept English manu- 
facturers busy for the last thirty years. 
.The reason of this is two-fold; the 
abundance of cheap lumber, and the 
heavy cost of imported sheets. Now 
that the product has. become a local one 
the advantages of corrugated iron over 
lumber are being widely recognized. It 
is more portable, more durable, and very 
much less costly In transportation. Tlio 
only drawback is that it is not well 
adapted for a damp climate, hut, In the 
dry belt it is easily the best material 
for barns and outbuildings, and will un- 
doubtedly become more popular every 
year for this purpose. The Dominion 
Coal company, of Glace Hay, Capo Bre- 
ton? imported corrugated shoots with 
which to build their immense ware- 
houses In 189.4, and the buildings are as 
good today as when they were erected. 
The future of zinc Is bound up with tho 
corrugated sheet trade for outbuildings, 
and its development will be watched 
with interest. 

Granby Dividend. 
The affairs of the Granby Mining and 
•Smelting company have recently been 
dealt with at considerable length in 
these columns, it is therefore all the 
more gratifying to be able to chronicle 
the announcement of another dividend 
of 2 per cent, which was announced at 
the last monthly meeting of tho com- 
pany. This dividend amounts to $270,- 
U00, and is at the rate of 24 per cent 
per annum; 

Gypsum. 

Considerable interest has been ex- 
cited by the announcement that Messrs. 
Evans, Coleman. & Evans/ the well 
known Vancouver merchants, have se- 
cured a long lease on SOU feet of water- 
front at Port Moody for the purposes 
of erecting a gypsum plant, to be op- 
erated by the British Columbia Gypsum 
company. It Is understood that in this 
matter the Vancouver llrm Is' acting on 
behalf of the Pacific Coast Gypsum 
company of Tacoma, which at present 
lias an absolute monopoly of tho bus- 
iness at the coast. 

The new plant will have a capacity 
of no tons per day of hard wall plas- 
ter. The raw material is to be brought 
from Alaska in large sliipments'of 5,000 
tons each, and for the purpose of trans- 
portation the company will own and 
operate its own .steamers. Wharves 
will be constructed at Port Moody so 
that tin. 1 vessels can discharge their 
cargoes at the mill. It is intended to 
manufacture bard wall plaster, plaster 
of Paris, and hair and wood fibre plns- 
] ter. The mil! will adjoin the oil works 
to the west of Port Moody and will cost 
in (he neighborhood of $75,000. 
I Additional interest centres in lids de- 
velopment because of the recent action 
of another Vancouver capitalist in se- 
curing control o.f extensive gypsum 
! areas In the Interior of British Colum- 
bia. It is intended that these shall be 
developed by a ioeal company entirely 
Independent of the Tacoma syndicate. 
The plans of the competing company 
are progressing favorably, and in ;t 
short time it will be possible lo make 
a definite announcement. There is a 
great opening for this new industry in 
British Columbia. The rapid growth of 
Vancouver and Victoria will ensure a 
market for many years to come. Every- 
thing depends on the quality of tho 
gypsum, and in tills respect it is stated 
by experts that the British Cojumbhi 
deposit Is equal to any in Western Can- 
ada!, or t lie. Stall's. 

Oil in British Columbia. 

Oil seems tc he the tuple of the mo- 
ment, and it Is about time that Urltlsli 
Columbia came i" her own in connec- 
tion witli this branch! of the mining In- 
dustry. No niie wlio has studied the 
subject doubts thai sooner or later Al- 
berta "i- British Columbia will be the 
scene, of a development which will sur- 
prise tie- "wiseacres" who Have always 
frowned upon its prospects. 

It is true that a great deal of money 
has been spent, anil up In date nothing 
Which could fairly be called a gusher 
has been located; but there arc several 
reasons for (his. The first is. that It 
is doubtful whether any company has 
yet had at its disposal, at ono time, a 
sufficient sum of money fo make shell 
proof as Is necessary. It. In equally 
doubtful whether any company has se- 
cured tho best technical advice ami 
control; Money lias Boon raised fitfully 
by the sale of stock which bus only 



realized capital bit by bit, and few 
companies havo been in a position to 
make a heavy outlay on the. necessary 
machinery and appliances with a sufil- 
clont sum In reservo to ensure its oper- 
ation over a lengthened period. 

Then there has been more than a llt- 
, tie trouble with the. direction and eon- 
I trol of the operations. Either by aecij-' 
dent or design several Important holes 
have been lost at a critical stage of the 
operation, unci altogether the work of 
proof, at any rate In the Flathead dis- 
trict, has boeii anything but satisfac- 
tory. ■ • • 

One weakness Is that ti number of in- 
dependent companies havo been operat-. 
Ing in a restricted area, when it would 
have been much more economical If they 
could have combined forces, clubbed 
their rosoMrv'JS and put down one deep 
hole. It is not as if tho existence of 
commercial oil had been established, In 
that case It is natural that every com- 
pany holding promising areas would 
wish to run down a holo, and If pos- 
sible secure a gusher, but until one hole 
in the district has ■ determined that a 
gusher is a possibility it is a waste of 
money to divide forces. 

All competent authorities agree that 
if oil is to be found in paying quantities 
it will be at a depth of from 3,000 lo 
-1,000 feet. Assuming the latter, and 
allowing for such contingencies as 
would probably arise in the prosecution 
of a work of this kind, it would nut bo 
reasonable to expect to complete it with 
an expenditure of less than $250,000, 
and it might- easily run to a larger 
amount. 

It is now many years since oil "see- 
pages" were first discovered in the Plat- 
head, but in spite of the amount of 
money spent the various operating com- 
panies art! a.s far as ever from a satis- 
factory solution »jf the main problem; 
Meanwhile, promoters in tho States' 
have succeeded In making gigantic for- 
tunes for investors in oil; they have 
also conducted several successful cam- 
paigns for the disposal of American 



tho work tho No. 3 Rhondda, Pentre, 
Aborgorchy, 2 foot -inches, 1 foot and 
G feet seams have been struck; and op- 
posite each seam in the pit have been 
constructed arches strengthened by 4 
foot walling of masonry.

BACK TO THE SOIL 



Interest in Agriculture Stimulated by 
Governments of Many 
Nations. 




The opening up of tho vast arable 
sections of the Canadian Northwest 
has attracted the attention of tho civ- 
ilized, world to the importance of ag- 
riculture, or, rather, it lias revivified 
the world's interest In the tillage of 
the. soil. In this province hundreds 
of acres are being taken up monthly 
by men who will produco wealth; In 
other western provinces it is the same. 
And the return to the soil is not re- 
stricted to Canada. In nil parts of tho 
world governments are encouraging 
their people to look to the land.. - 

In the search for land to till as a 
means of livelihood many unusual in- 
cidents occur. In Alberta and in many 
parts of the western states dry land 
is being made fertile by the artificial 
introduction of water in lieu of rain. 
The reverse Is the case in Europe; The 
entire face of the country has been 
materially altered by human efforts to 
drive, water from land that is requir- 
ed for agricultural purposes. Of the 
tillable land of Holland 90 per cent 
has been wrested from the sea while 
in Great Britain a third of the laud 
at present sown to the vegetation the 
world needs, was hog and marsh in 
the time of King Alfred. 

And In the United States, where 
the wbrk of reclamation lias only be- 
gun, It is estimated that drainage will 
add 2110,000 square miles to the' farm 
lands area

Knight of the Thistle Comes to 
Load General Cargo and 
Setosto Discharge Nitrate

Knight of the Thistle Has Full 
Crew of Lascars— Setos 
Takes Canadian Exhibit 



The steamer Knight of the Thistle, 
chartered by Dqdwell & Co. to carry 
overflow cargo from the Blue Funnel 
liner is at the outer wharf loading 
salt herring and general cargo; the 
German steamer Setos of the [Cosmos 
line was at the opposite pier dis- 
charging nitrate and left for Nana lino 
and San Francisco yesterday after- 
noon. Today the steamer Kumerlc 
of the Weir line is expected from Man- 
ila, by way of Hongkong and the usual 
ports ol the far east, leaving Yokohama 
on December 1, five hours after the 
Htmtcagle of the C. P. R., and the 
steamer Aorangi of the Canadian- Aus- 
tralian line, which left Honolulu a week 
ago completing her voyage from Syd- 
ney by way of the usual ports of. call, 
is due. Another steamer to come to 
the outer wharf today is the K. M. S. 
Empress of China, which Is outbound 
for Yokohama, Kobe, Nagasaki, Shang- 
hai and Hongkong, carrying a full car- 
go and a good complement of passen- 
gers. From this port she will take 50 
Chinese and S Hindus. 

On Sunday the Blue Funnel liner 
Bellerophon is expected again to load 
more cargo here for her homeward voy- 
age. She Is now loading at Vancouver 
and after coaling at Comox will come 
here to load canned salmon, salt her- 
ring, lumber, whale oil and general 
'cargo. The Erna of the Jebsen line is 
also expected, being due from Corinto 
and way ports. 

Knight of tho Thistle. 

The Knight of the Thistle, a big 
freighter, which is taking cargo at the 
outer wharf and is expected to sail to- 
night or tomorrow morning, has a Las- 
car crew. She has Gii of the East In- 
dia sailormea and Capt. Baker says 
they make excellent seamen. He has 
had his present crew for over a year. 
Tlie Knight of the Thistle came from 
Philadelphia to this coast, bringing a 
cargo of coke for the copper mines at 
Santa Rosalia In the Gulf of California, 
and called at San Francisco, where she 
was docked for an overhauling on her 
way to Paget Sound, where she loaded 
the bulk of her cargo, and came here 
after coaling at Comox. The Knight of 
the Thistle has almost a full cargo. 
Had it not been for the , switchman's 
strike she would have left cargo on the 
dock at Seattle. After discharging at 
Jlanila, her furthest port of call, the 
steamer will proceed to Dalny to load 
soya beans for Europe. This is a busi- 
ness which is giving employment to 
many steamers of late. The soya plant 
grows In Manchuria and Xorth China, 
and many uses are put to it. Brown 
bread is baked from soya flour, and 
the bean when roasted gives an equiv- 
alent of coffee, soya coffee having quite 
a vogue In Europe. The bean cake, 
like huge cartwheels, is used as a cat- 
tle food and fertilizer, and oil from the 
beans finds a ready sale for many pur- 
posed, including the manufacture of 
edible goods, lubricating, lighting oils, 
toilet soaps, etc. 

The Setos, which is one of the liners 
of the Kosmos company engaged in the 
service from Hamburg via South and 
Central America to Paget Sound, came 
to discharge 1 50 tons of nitrate from 
Chile. She has included in her cargo 
from Seattle l In; Canadian exhibit at 
the Alaska Yukon Pacific exposition, 
which is being shipped to Europe by 
way of the Tehuantapec railroad. Col. 
Hutchinson, who is in charge of the ex- 
hibit, expects to place it on exhibition 
at Brussels on Mav 1.

This blow 
sprang the seams again, this time so 
badly that the greatest difficulty was 
experienced In keeping her afloat. She 
reached (.'ape Inko on the mainland, 
but the precipitous cliffs and heavy 
silrf made a landing impossible. She 
lay there for three days and nights, 
her crew working the pumps inces- 
santly. At the end of that time the 
storm had subsided, and Capt. Curry 
managed to navigate to ICodiak island; 
.where he laid the vessel up for the 
winter. 

Capt. Curry said that two-thirds of a 
valuable cargo of furs, obtalitad at 
Anadir hay was lost. 



One G. T, P, Steamer Will Run 
to Mainland Ports, Other 
to Prince Rupert 



To sa- e the gasoline schooner Sea 
Wolf from capslalng and drowning hi : 
crew of three during a heavy gale 
when hound from Kodiak to Nome, 
Capt. Curry, who has returned to Se- 
attle, tells of cutting away tin; masts 
and booms of the trading craft. The 
Sea Wolf left Nome on October 8th I 
lor Seattle' vla'Slberla, and from that 
time till .she was landed on the beach 
at Kodlalc Island in a badly leaking 
condition November IS, the voyage was I 
one in which the lives of the captain 
and crew were ever in imminent dan- 
ger. 

A few hours after leaving Nome, tho ! 
Sea Wolf struck the big storm which | 
wrecked the whaler Olga and several of 
the vessels in the coastwise trade at 
Nome. She found refuge during the 
storm in the lee of Sledge Island. Her 
next thrilling experience was at Anadir, 
Siberia, where, on October 17, she was 
carried on tho bench by tho incoming 
ice borne shoreward on the tide. 

She left Anadir on October III ami 
when 200 miles out encountered a 
storm, which carried her l!il) miles out 
of her course, She was thrown on her 
beam ends, and when she was righted, 
it was found that some seams hail 
sprung and she was leaking badly. The 
small gasoline motor was applied lo 
the pumps, and with her decks awash, 
she limped Into Dutch Harbor, Novem- 
ber 10. 

There the ship was dragged on the 
beach nnd her seams caulked, hut. mis- 
fortune seemed to follow In the schoon- 
er's wake, for no sooner was she safely 
out of the harbor than she encountered 
another storm, and was compelled to 
anchor under the lee of Chlnlbar island. 
Leaking badly, the Soa Wolf again put 
to sea, and finally reached Pirate Cove, 
Popoff Island, where Capt. Curry ob- 
tained the assistance of some men em- 
ployed by the Ashing station on Unga 
Island. 



The new turbine steamer Prince 
Rupert, tirst of tho three funnelled lin- 
ers of the Grand Trunk Pacific com- 
pany to be launched by Swan Hunter 
& VVigham Richardson from their Tyne 
shipyards, will be placed on the tri- 
angular route between Victoria, Seat- 
tle and Vancouver, maintaining a simi- 
lar service to that of the C.P.R. three- 
funnelled liners, while the Prince 
George, second of the fleet, will run to 
Prince Rupert. Announcement to this 
effect was made by G. A. McNicholl, 
purchasing agent of the G.T.P., yes- 
terday, when he met the council of the 
Board of Trade and members of the 
Inner Harbor association to discuss the 
proposed changes in the wharves to 
be built on the inner harbor. The 
original plans were for wharves ex- 
tending 100 feet, hut, in consequence 
of the protests made, the length was 
curtailed to ,'SOO feet and arrangements 
made to excavate further into the land 
of the wharf site. The steamers of the 
company will be 306 feet long, and It 
was maintained that piers of at least 
300 feet in length would he required. 
The time for reception of tenders for 
the work was extended to December 
27th. Work will be commenced as soon 
as tlie contract is let and it is ex- 
pected the wharves will be ready in 
April. 

To Obtain Names 

The steamers Prince Rupert and 
Prince George will be registered in 
England. Under the new Canadian 
regulations whereby .shipowners are 
not permitted to give their vessels 
names already in 'use in Canada had 
the new steamers been registered In 
Canada a difficulty would probably 
have arisen regarding tho names, as 
there are Canadian steamers named 
Prince Rupert and Prince George in 
service on the Atlantic coast. Tin; 
names of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
steamers, however, have been submit- 
ted to the authorities and accepted, and 
have been registered at Lloyds. 

Capt. C. II. Nicholson, superintend- 
ent of tin- Grand Trunk Pacific com- 
pany's steamship services on the Pa- 
cific, and a party .of railroad officials, 
including Q. T. Bell,. assistant passen- 
ger traffic manager;' W. P. Hlnton, 
general passenger agent, Winnipeg; J. 
13. Dalrymple, assistant freight traffic 
manager, Wlnnineg, and Mr. Sailer, 
European manager of tho G.T.P., are 
expected to reach Victoria from the 
Mainland today, and a further meet- 
ing will be laid with the Hoard of 
Trade and Inner Harbor association to 
discuss the plans for the local wharf.

Standard Oil Company Brings Suit for 
$41,940 on Account of Asuncion- 
Norwood Collision 

SAX FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.— A suit 
In admiralty to recover an aggregate 
nl' $41,940 from the owners of the 
steam schooner Norwood was brought 
in the United States district court 
yesterday by the Standard Oil com- 
pilliy, owner of the steamer Asuncion. 
These vessels we're In collision during 
ii heavy fog October 8, 11)08, about 
four miles off Toint Gorda. 

It is claimed by the libelant that at 
the time of tho collision, In answer to 
Warnings of the lookout, the Asunc- 
clon's engines were "backing full 
speed." It is alleged that the Nor- 
wood put her head the wrong way in 
response to the whistle and attempted 
to cross the bows of the Asuncion. 
Damages In $24,000 are alleged as well 
as $17,950 for 33 days' loss of the use

SHIPWRECKED AT 
NAWITTIE BAR 



Steamer Vaclso Brings News of 
Misfortune to Settlers— Opf 
ti mists From Stewart 



Shipwrecked at the north end of 
Vancouver Island when their gasoline 
boat stranded at Nawlttle bar during 
tho recent gales a party of eight set- 
tlers landed at Shushartle bay from 
the steamer Vadso to settle at tlie. 
north of Vancouver Island, lost most 
of their effects, and some of the party 
had narrow escapes from drowning, 
acccordlng to advices brought by the 
Vadso on her return to port yester- 
day morning. The children were 
thrown into the water, and were res- 
cued with difficulty. The whole party 
had a strenuous experience. They 
were rescued by one of the govern- 
ment steamers — those on the Vadso 
did not learn which — and were landed 
at the place chosen for their new 
home. 

Tlie Vadso initio a special trip to 
Stewart, the future metropolis at tho 
head of Portland canal, to bring Mr. 
Hopkins and party who have been 
mailing surveys for a railroad, to ho 
constructed by Mackenzie & Mann in 
that district. The weather was ex- 
tremely cold, there being three feet of 
snow, and until, after leaving, the 
Skeena southbound the Vadso had six 
Inches of ice on her deck. The ther- 
mometer was down to zero. 

Portland Canal 

Mr. Hopkins and party are enthusi- 
astic regarding the future of the min- 
ing district of which Stewart is tho 
centre, and a most optimistic feeling 
prevails among the residents. "Mark 
my words," said one of the party, 
"Stewart will he the centre of a min- 
ing camp with as largo n payroll as 
Butte before long." 

Other passengers of the Boscowitz 
company's steamer Included Mr. Chew, 
of tho Red Cliff Mining company, and 
some mining men who have been 
completing deals for purchase of prop- 
erty on the Naas. Mr. Von Rhys, for- 
merly of the Marble Bay mines on 
Texada and now consulting engineer 
of some Mexican mines, was a pas- 
senger to Portland canal to make in- 
vestigations. W. Pinder, surveyor, and 
party, came from Rivers Inlet'. 

The whaling steamers Orion and St. 
Lawrence were seen at work in the 
Gulf of Georgia by those on hoard the 
Vadso. The Orion was sqen shooting 
a harpoon at a whale, and the St. 
[Lawrence had one In tow. Both 
were in tlie vicinity of Sechcdt. Tlie 
VadsO coaled at Comox and also 
loaded 250 tons of coal for Prince 
Rupert, i . 

The steamer will sail north again 
tonight. Included in her cargo will 
be a shipment of 14,000 tent of lumber 
for the Hudson's Bay company. 

COLLAPSE 0F° 

SAI LING S HIP UNION 

Abolition of Minimum Grain Rate 
Came Too Late to Benefit 
Idle Craft 



Tho collapse of the sailing ship 
combine and the consequent abolition 
of the minimum grain rate of 27s Cd, 
for the voyage from the North Pacific 
to tho United Kingdom or Continent 
is too late to be of much advantage, al- 
though it may induce one or two extra 
grain charters. The cabled advices pub- 
lished yesterday morning announcing 
the removal of all restrictions on the 
vessels embraced In the International 
Sailing Ship Owners' Union from this 
date until July next aroused much In- 
terest on the waterfront. The union 
is the powerful European organization 
containing in Its membership practi- 
cally all the large British and French 
sailing vessels capable of handling 
grain, which has maintained an ar- 
bitrary minimum rate on grain ship- 
ped from tho North Pacillc to Europe 
and the withdrawal of restrictions 
means that the sailing ship men have 
found It impossible to impose the mini- 
mum rate of 27 shillings and ti pence 
in the face of the existing market and 
shipping conditions, .and that vessels of 
the union will be permitted to accept 
any rate they may be able to obtain. 

Same as Last Year 
Tlie action in removing Ihe restric- 
tion this year is la line with what oc- 
curred last season. The rate restric- 
tions applied only to grain from North 
Pacillc coast ports to the United King- 
dom or the continent, and by the agree- 
ment entered into by ship owners join- 
ing the union there was a heavy pen- 
alty for a vessel accepting grain at 
anything under the minimum. , 

The collapse of the combine is owing 
to two principal causes, the existence 
of market conditions wllich are -not en- 
couraging to export and the general 
demoralization of ocean freights, which 
has led steam carriers to seek grain 
trade at rates within a couple of shil- 
lings of tlie sail craft and a delivery 
from two or three months In advance 
of the windjammers. In considering the 
interest on the money tied up 'in the 
grain, Insurance and such details the 
shippers have given the preference to 
the steamer. 

Falling to secure grain charters, a 
number of the sailing ships have taken 
lumber, there being no restriction on 
the rates of lumber, and the British 
ship Ben Lee is loading for Australia 
at 32 shillings nnd f. pence; the Brit- 
ish ship Kirkcudbrightshire for Algpa 
bay at 55 shillings, and the French bark 
Max for Sydney at 30 shillings, the 
lumber cargo per thousand equalling In 
freight space about two tons of grain. 
Tlie British ship Celtic Monarch, which 
has been on the disengaged list, Is re- 
ported to have secured a lumber char- 
ter for the west coast of South Ameri- 
ca. Two French barks, the Charles 
Gunod, now In Seattle, and the Mioho- 
lot, at Tacoma, have wheat charters. 

Ten Vessels on Sound 

There are ten vessels or tho union 
now on Puget Sound without outbound 
charters, the latest arrival being the 
French bark Pierre Loti, which was re- 
ported passing In at Capo Flattery yes- 
terday, 132 days from Dublin. Several 
of these ships have waited two seasons 
rather' than accept rates under the 
union minimum, and during the Inter- 
val a number of French vessels, who 
enjoy a bounty, have sailed away in 
ballast rather than accept lower rates. 

The British ship Crompton has been 
b,n the coast since June, jlOOS; the 



British ship Halewood at Esquimau, 
since November, 1908; the British ship 
Haddon Hall since December, 1908, and 
the British ship Senator since Hay, 
1908, owing to the inability to secure 
charters equal to the union minimum, 
and there is a total net register of 
19,227 tons disengaged In Sound 
waters today of these British and 
French sailing ships. ' 

Tho following is the. list or other 
union vessels disengaged on the Sound: 
British ship Celtlcburn, at Quartermas- 
ter; French bark Emperetir Menelick, 
at Seattle; British ship Riverside, at 
Tacoma; British ship Stronsa, at Port 
Townsend; British ship Wray Castle, 
at Vancouver, B. C.

Reached San Pedro With Stays, Sails 
and Part of Deck Load Gone 
After Rough Trip

SAN PEDRO; ' fal., Dec. 15. — ; 
Stripped of stays and sails and with 
part of her deckload gone, the schoon- 
er P,alboa, Capt. Burmelster, arrived 
last night from Tacoma, winning the 
race from that port with the schoon- 
ers Nokomis and Lottie Bennett. 

After tho Balboa had docked, Capt. 
Burmelster's first question was ton 
tidings of tlie schooners Lottie Ben- 
nett and Nokomis. At the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca the weather outside was 
too rough for such small vessels and 
for ten days the three schooners lay 
stormbound In Clallam bay. Novem- 
ber 17 they nosed outside the head- 
lands in a fierce gale. The Nokomis 
and Lottie Bennett put back for safe- 
ty, hut tho Balboa, failing in making 
headway hack Into the strait, was 
compelled to make a run for it In tlie 
open sea. 

The wind Increased to 70 miles an 
hour and stripped of stays and sails, 
the Balboa ran before the wind with 
her helm hard down, tho rail buried 
and the starboard scuppers awash. 
Capt. Burmelster's only hope was in 
keeping off the rocks. Waves stripped 
the fastenings of the lumber on deck 
nnd scattered it in the wake of the 
vessel. Deckload, booms, gangway, 
ladders and everything else movable, 
on dock went by the board, including 
20,000 feet of lumber. 

Tho Balboa, Nokomis and Lottie 
Bennett left Tacoma nbout together 
and with a day tho start from Clal- 
lam bay the Balboa was easy winner. 
The others have not yet arrived. 

Springbank Overdue 

The British hark Springbank, owned 
by Andrew Weir & Co., has been 
placed on the overdue list and is 
quoted for reinsurance at twelve per 
cent, owing to her long voyage from 
Vancouver to .Sydney.

of. On the route the. vessel would 
take on her voyage across the South 
Pacific ocean, a large number of is- 
lands, mostly' uninhabited, abound, and 
It was feared that she may have been 
wrecked on one of these, and the crew 
imprisoned on tlie island, waiting the 
arrival of a passing ship. It will be 
remembered that such a fate befell tho 
Glasgow ship Dundonald some years 
ttgo, and the, Survivors of the crew 
were on the Island" for nine months. 
Acting on instructions, H .M. S. Chal- 
lenger was commissioned to Visit sev- 
eral of these. Islands and search for 
anv traces of the missing Clan Mac- 
pherson or her crew. The warship 
has now returned to port, having vis- 
ited several islands without having 
seen anything that would prove that 
the ship had been lost there.

Yesterday morning the fire chief 
witli a stpiad of men began the demoli- 
tion of the structure and succeeded 
Inn tearing out the wdiole front and 
part of the sides .leaving it in a badly 
wrecked condition.

Changes in Distribution of Na- 
val Squadrons Is 
Proposed 



buNOO.V, Dec. 15.—Early next year 
changes of great importance will '/be 
made in tile distribution ot tlio British 
naval forces in the North Sou. The 
Second division of the Homo Fleet, 
consisting of the eight battleships ot 
the King Edward class, and the Sec- 
ond Cruiser Squadron, consisting of 
the armored cruisers Shannon, Natnl, 
Achilles, Warrior and Cochrane, will 
be permanently based on the Orkneys, 
These twelve large ships will be sup- 
ported by twenty-four destroyers. 

The First Division or the Homo Fleet 
consisting of four Dreadnoughts, and 
two Lord Nelsons, and two other bat- 
tleships, with the First Cruiser Squad- 
ron, composed of the three Invlnclbles 
and two other armored cruisers, will, 
it is understood be based upon Sheer- 
ness instead of Portland, as at pres- 
ent. The Atlantic Fleet will also re- 
tain its present base, Dover. 

There is reason to believe that the 
Channel Fleet will be resuscitated un- 
der a new name—as the Flying 
Squadron— and that It will be com- 
posed of two battleships of the For- 
midable type with four of the Albion 
class and probably, some armored 
cruisers, its cruising ground will be 
the Atlantic, between Queenstown and 
Gibraltar. 

These changes will raise the fully 
commissioned strength of the fleet in 
home waters from twenty-two or 
twenty-eight battleships, and will 
compensate for the. reductions carried 
out three years ago. Early next year 
the China Fleet will be remodelled, 
the armored cruisers King Alfred, 
Kent, Monmouth, and Suffolk being 
replaced by the more modern and 
powerful Minotaur, Shannon and De- 
fence.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.— The Reading 
dvidcrid increase gave the stock mar- 
ket tho only semblance of animation it 
enjoyed today, coming after a period 
of torpid dullness. Operators in stocks 
were diffident about committing them- 
selves to market contracts. The trad- 
ers had difficulty in following tho 
shifting trend of the market and tho 
mixed movement of prices tit all times. 
The decided shrinkage in the volume 
of the market was the most favorable 
feature of the> day. 

The Rending dividend situation hud 
aroused a good deal of uneasy surmise. 
The weakness of tho stock yesterday 
and *tt times today gave rise to an Im- 
pression that the strongly claimed 
hopes of a dividend increase were to 
be disappointed. With the announce- 
ment of the change in tho form, but 
not in tho amount of tho Lehigh Val- 
ley dividend, Reading- rallied from its 
weakness and rose above 170 for the 
first time during tho day. The actual 
announcement of the Increase' in the 
Reading dividend to the six per cent, 
rate came in the last half hour of the 
market. There was a spasmodic jump 
in the stock to 171%, but it sold off 
again and carried back tho general 
market. with it to an irregular closing. 
This interrupted a general rally from 
the early weakness common to the 
wiiole list. 

Use. was made as a depressing influ- 
ence of the formal declaration of War 
against the open shop proposition of 
tho United States Steel Corporation by 
the labor conference at Pittsburg. A 
loss of a point at the opening measur- 
ed the extent of this influence and 
marked tho proverbial disinclination 
of habitual stock operators to sell 
stocks on a strike. The figures of the 
United- States foreign trade for No- 
vember show the expansion in value 
of Import steel more than keeping pace 
with the increase in value of exports. 

There was little change in the local 
money market. The call loan rate 
touched five per cent, this afternoon. 
An incident of the day was the pay- 
ment of the Standard Oil dividend, 
which called for the disbursement of 
$10,000,000. As a herald of tho coming 
yearly disbursement of large sums in 
interest and dividends, this attracted 
notice. The advance in prices for the 
last hour was the most comprehensive 
of the day, but it was partly lost in 
the reaction following the Reading 
dividend announcement. 

Bonds wore steady. Total sales, par 
value, 54,426.000. United State bonds 
unchanged on call.

i\ L. Chatfleld, of New York, who 
represented the American corporations 
interested in the Dai Nippon Sugar 
company, a number of whose officials 
have been on trial in connection with 
the sugar scandals of Japan for bribing 
members of the Japanese Diet, returned 
by the steamer Monteiigle. He watched 
the trials at Hokyo, which concluded 
the day before the steamer sailed, the 
verdicts being withheld for a week. 
There were some remarkable features 
and, according to Mr. Chatfleld, some 
remarkable scenes in the courts. 

When Dr. Hanoi, counsel for the de- 
fence, was speaking, he went on to 
speak of the Japanese administration as 
cruel in dealing with the officials of the 
sugar company, comparing it with the 
tyrannical administration of Sliang 
Yang,' premier of the Tsin dynasty 
from 255-20G B. C. in China, when Ito 
MoshlchI of Osaka, one of l lie accused 
uddenly sprang up in the dock and 
shouted: 

"You are right; you are right! Ito 
spent not a sen of the company's money, 
spent not a soo of the company's money, 
but have worked hard in its interests. 
What is the law? I do not fear tho 
court. What Is Sashlda?" 

MUeh excitement ensued. The other 
iccused and lawyers tried to pacify Ito, 
but In vain. He became uncontrollable, 
and the judges ordered a recess. As they 
left the court Ho cried after them: 

"If tho Emperor lends me fifty thou- 
sand yen, I will not fall to Increase the 
assets of the company to ten million 
yen." 

Soon afterward lie was quieted, and 
when released on bail, took a "rikisha" 
and went to the Imperial palace, saying 
he was going to apologize to tho Em- 
peror. Dr. Uisawd and friends followed. 
When .the party reached the walls of 
the palace Ito debarked outside theSvall, 
knelt on tho ground, and bowed several 
times In the direction of the palace. 
Some Examples. 
Some notable examples were drawn 
by counsel for the accused officials of 
the sugar company. Dr. Egi, in de- 
fending Aklyama, a managing director 
or the company, said the actions of (he 
accused men were like those of tho 
Forty Seven Ronln. The accused had 
'fought against the Formosan sugar mo- 
nopoly or its protector, the government, 
for the sake of their company. They 
had pressed on the struggle until all 
their ammunition had become exhaust- 
ed and their swords broken: until they 
were exhausted and could light no more. 
They were no less loyal to (heir com- 
pany than the Forty Seven Ronln were 
to their master. The Forty Seven 
Ronin were retainers of an old time lord 
who avenged an insult on their master 
by attacking the house of the insulter 
and after killing him committing sui- 
cide by harikirl in the grounds of a 
temple at Shlnagawa, since known as 
the temple of the Forty Seven Ronln. 

The government, or the financial mag- 
nates — the shareholders of the Formosa 
sugar companies — pulled the wires of 
the government who had ruined the 
Dal Nippon Sugar Company. Dr. Sako, 
the president, had been forced to Hui- 
olde. He was killed In the decisive bat- 
tle with the protected Formosan con- 
cern. 

Thus went on the Japanese counsel, 
and to illustrate his comparison of his 
clients with the Forty-Seven Ronin ho 
went on: "Had the Forty-Seven Ronin 
been punished for unlawful entry of 
houses and robbery by open force and 
murder, strong public opinion would 
have been roused iTgalnst the authori- 
ties, .lust as In tile case of the Loyal 
Ronin. general condemnation would fol- 
low In this case should the accused lie 
punished with heavy penalties. 

Tho accused practically charge (lie 
Japanese government with connivance 
with the Formosan sugar concerns in 
evading the payments of duties and 
other Irregularities.
